Document 1 discloses a method for detection of 
nucleic acid in a sample by PCR amplification using as an 
internal standard a 105-base oligonucleotide synthesized 
by a non- recombinant gene technique. 



Claims 6-7 

Claims 6-7 could be derived easily by a person 
skilled in the art with reference to document 1 cited in 
the international search report and commonly known art. 

Document 1 discloses a method for detection of 
nucleic acid in a sample by PCR amplification using as an 
internal standard a 105-base oligonucleotide synthesized 
by a non- recombinant gene technique. From knowledge of the 
art (see, e.g., document 2 (JP 2001-95576 A), document 3 
(JP 11-9281 A) and document 4 (WO 91/02817 A), etc.), a 
person skilled in the art could also easily detect DNA in 
genetically modified foods or a specified disease, use 
primers labelled f luorescently or the like for performing 
the PCR, and make a kit of items used for detection. 
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
